Mr. Bolender began collecting coins in 1907 at the age of 
twelve, when his grandfather handed him a bag of old coins, includ= 
ing a British gold sovereign of 1822. He bought some of his first 
coins from a firm called the Money and Stamp Brokerage Co. of 
New York. He has been active in the field ever since. By the 
time he was eighteen, he had built up one of the best numismatic 
libraries. 


Thoroughly American, his forefathers came to Pennsylvania 
over 200 years ago from Holland. About 1840 they emigrated to 
northern Illinois. Mr. Bolender has lived in this county (Steph- 
enson) all of his life and served during World War I in the 14th 
U.S. Infantry, {9th Division. 


In 1939, Mr. and Mrs. Bolender built a large modern home of 
their own, suitable for the business also. Both find time to enjoy 
their home, neighbors, and friends, and are active in church work. 
Mr. Bolender is a member of the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion, Chicago Coin Club, American Numismatic Society, and others. 
He has attended coin conventions for many years, and is always 
delighted to meet collector triends. 


Mr. Bolendar has traveled extensively and studied government 
coin collections in the National Museums of London, Oslo, Copen- 
hagen, Munich, Dresden, Berlin, Stockholm, Paris, Vienna, and 
others; also important public and private collections in this country. 
He is personally acquainted with the curators of the above foreign 
museums, and studied most extensively in the British Museum. 


Thirty years ago his hobby was coin-collecting. Today it has 
become his business, and a big business, too. He likes to work 
and get things done. If he has put in 14 to 16 hours of office work 
in a day, he is happy. Today, for a hobby he turns to garden 
flowers, and home movies on kodachrome. He has always enjoyed 
trips to the northern lakes of Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Canada; 
and on his first deep-sea fishing trip off southern California landed 
a 32-pound halibut that he has not equaled since. He likes to hunt 
rabbits and pheasants. |

thirty-six years of collecting and dealing in them. He likes coins 
of all series, ancient, U.S. and foreign; also medals and paper mon- 
ey. He has specialized in most U.S, series at some time or other, 
and built up many fine collections. He likes to help other collectors 
with favors, and help them add to their collections.

All bids by mail. We have over two thousand customers who 
are interested in these sales. They live in every state of the union, 
and in some foreign countries. They can not all come to Freeport 
in person each month to attend an auction. In fact, not one per 
cent of them could do so. In fairness to those who live at a dis- 
tance,and cannot attend a sale in person, we request all bids to be 
sent in advance of the sale, by mail. 

Coins will be bought below your bids where other offers permit, 
as this is competitive bidding, executed in good faith. 

No unlimited bids will be accepted from anyone, at this sale. 
Mark your highest limit or bid on the bid sheet, and we will buy 
as much under this price, as other actual bids permit. Get your 
bids in before the date of sale. Don’t wait until the last minute. 
Help us with our work and we will help you get something. 

The usual charge of 5% will be made for executing your bids. 
No charge is made on anything not actually purchased. Postage 
and express is paid by the purchaser. 

Receipted bills are not sent out after your remittance as this is 
unnecessary. Your check, draft or money order itself is a receipt. 
However, if a 3-cent stamp is enclosed we will send receipt. 

Be certain that you bid on the lot you wish to buy. We will 
correct errors and adjust claims, but you should not expect us to 
pay for your mistakes. Be careful in making your bids. Be sure 
that you bid on the lot you wish to buy, and at so much per piece. 

Bids must reach me by the morning of the sale. Mail them in 
time so as to avoid disappointment. At each sale some bids arrive 
too late to be executed.
